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Chinese Mob 
Stones Japs 
at Peiping

Peiping, Oct. 17 — (Delayed) — 


(IP)— A crowd of Chinese attacked 
Japanese civilians in the little Tok- 
,u clistnct of Peiping last night in 
the first outbreak of violence here 
since the surrender of Nipponese 
I'orces.

The outbreak followed

Hundred Japanese were beaten four 
day ago.

Local police reestablished order 
quickly in Peiping and there were 
no recurrences. The Japanese were 
warned to stay in their quarters 
and streets normally crowded with 
both civilians and soldiers of Nip- 
pon were nearly deserted. 


More than 50 Chinese troops and 


an American crew were killed to- 
day when a troopshop bringing Chi- 
nese government soldiers into the 
north

crashed in attempting to land at 
Peiping's Manyuan airfield. 


An angry little mob of jeering, 


screaming Chinese school children, 
buzzing like bees, chased

Japanese ijirls into the Pekin hotel 
grounds prior to last night's clash

looked on. The mob broke up as 
quickly as it formed when marine 
military police reached the scene.

tion for the outburst here. Some 
observers attributed it to exuber-
